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PIONEERS OF WISE COUNTY 
Sturdy Characters Whom the Messenger Assisted in Bringing About the Present Day ti 


RECOLLECTIONS OF THE FIRST iSSUES OF THE MESSENG 
(By ‘‘Oldtimer” ) 


You ask me to give you a few facts concern 
Editors Messenger: 
ing the publication of the first editions of the Messenger. 
As many of your readres are aware the Messenger was founded at 
Paradise, Texas, early in 1880. 
Its first editor was the late Win. Forster, who had come to this 
county from North Missouri, being originally from Iowa. 
He taught 
school at two or three places in Wise county before embarking in the 
newspaper business and founding the Messenger. 
Not being a printer Mr. Forster sought and secured the services 
of the writer hereof, having previously bought a very small quantity 
of material and one 14x18 Gordon job press. 
The printer of today, I imagine, if he was asked to produce a pa­ 
per with the limited facilities then at hand would “ fluke” on the job, 
and seek employment at plowing or driving cattle. 
However, in 
those trying days of the frontier, when we needed enlightenment 
throughout the country we “ knew 1 0 such word as fail.” 
As I look back now I realize that, as a successful money venture, 
there was no necessity of establishing the Messenger at that time. 


B u t western pluck and spirit prevailed, and, despite the hard times 
sure to be ahead, the Messenger was launched. 
As stated, our material was very limited. 
While you are now snugly ensconsed in a modern stone building, 
we then were located in a 10x12 “ shack.” 
You have four modern 


n e w s p a p e r and job printing presses, propelled by "power.” 
We had 
one press, run by “ foot power,” and this press was by far the best 
thing in the shop. 
I notice you have six elegant “ make up” stones- 
We made up our forms on the flat side of a native sawed log. 


You have twelve type stands, with, prol 
of type. 
My recollection is we had one typ( 
half fonts.

Postmaster General Hitchcock has 
tost approved the regulations which 
cover in detail the articles which may 
or may not he sent by parcel post 
These regulations are now being 
turned off at the government printing 
office on a "rush arder*’ and they'will 
be distributed as rapidly as possible, 
The rules as to what can be sent 
and what cannot be sent and the In­ 
structions for the preparation of mail­ 
able articles with other "official ad­ 
vice” are given herb as they have jus 
been prepared by the postoffice de 
partment in Washington. 
The minimum rate will be five cents 
for the first pound and three cents for 


for indecent or immoral purposes; all 
matter otherwise mailable by J»w, the 
outside cover or wrapper of which 
bears and delineation or language of 
a libelous, scurrilous, defamatory, or 
threatening character. 
All such mat­ 
ter when deposited in a post office or 
found in the malls, shall be withdrawn 
and sent to the divisions of dead let­ 
ters. 
Intoxicants, Poisons and Inflammable 
Materials. 
Spirituous, vinous, malted, ferme 
ed, or other intoxicating liquors of

Careful readers of the newspapers 
have not failed to notice the one dark 
stain upon the American Christmas, 
and that is the stain of blood. From 
every section of the union tragedies 
are reported, and these with the sui­ 
cides and other crimes, constitute a 
black page upon our modern civiliza­ 
tion. Tiue, the homicide wave is a 
regular thing throughout the year, 
but the tide appears to rise a little 
higher at Christmas than a t other 
times. 
W e 
are 
accustomed to 
regard 
Christmas a season of happiness and 
extraordinary efforts! are 
made to 
make it so. 
The individual citizen 
goes to extreme lengths in instilling 
Christmas happiness in his own do­ 
mestic circle, large business concerns 
are in numerous instances generous 
toward their employes, government 
seek' to carry the spirit of Christmas 
ints) the prisons, the churches and 
j c h a r i t a b l e societies administer to the 
poor. 
But with all this effort, the happi- 
n 'iv of Christmas iv hardly more ac­ 
ce ' ta ted than its misery. 
Almost 
every community on the continent r e ­ 
ports span:* ( istressing tragedy to re­ 
mind us that tile earth it- full of woe 
and that its sombre effects cast their 
shadow upon the Christmas glow. 
Disappointment, 
poverty, 
misery, 
sickness, envy, hatred and malice all 
contribute to the bloody story, aud 
all these agencies of evil appear to be 
more active Christmas than at other 
times. 
W hat is the cause? 
And what is 
the remedy? 
The shallow'Jmind will at once at­ 
tribute the trouble to overindulgence 
in liquor,’but it must be far deeper 
than that. 
No doubt overindulgence 
is a contributory cause, but we see 
tragedy stalking about in commun­ 
ities where liquor is almost unknown. 
It must be that the sorrows of life 
from which few are tree a tiGet many 
minds during the Christmas 
time. 
These sorrows are largely associated 
with poverty and destitution. 
Our 
economic mal-adjustrnents are ques­ 
tionably responsible for much of the 
poverty and destitution, and n a tu ra l­ 
ly enough envy, hatred and malice 
flourish where 
society presents so 
many extreme conditions. 
lf overindulgence were responsible 
for Christmas tragedies, we might see 
many of them in England, but we do 
not. Therefore we must look for the 


c a u s e among the other weak spots of 
American civilization. 
No doubt if we could ever success­ 
fully deal with the murder problem at 
oilier times of the year, we would not 


have vo many shocks at Christmas 
time, and Christmas is going to be 
the bloody season in 
t h e 
United 
States until we find a way to discour­ 
age the taking of life at all times. 
What is needed is a stronger senti­ 
ment for the protection of human life,

SHOULD TEST THEIR COWS. 
A creamery manager with whom we 
talked the other day stated that, so far 
as he was aware, not one of the four 
hundred odd patrons of the creamery 
are using the Babcock test for deter­ 
mining 
accurately 
the quality 
aud 
amount of milk given by their Individ 
ual cows. 
In view of the fact thut 
so much tedious and exacting work has 
to be done in connection with the milk 
lng of these cows, it seems straugn 
that more of the owners do not take 
the pains to ascertain just which cows 
of their herd are paying for their keel). 
If these cows are like the run of cows 
in communities where cow testing as­ 
sociations have been formed it is prob­ 
ably safe to assume that 40 per eent 
of the 2,500 cows belonging to this 
group of patrons, or 1,000 animals, arc 
not or are Just barely paying expenses. 
The Babcock testing outfit is a simple 
affair, costing but $4 or $5, and any 
competent hired man or bright boy or 
girl could look after the weighing and 
testing of the milk and make tile nec­ 
essary records. 
While daily testing 
would he necessary for a complete 
milk and 
butter fat record, 
week­ 
ly weighing and testing would give 
a very good idea of what a cow 
was doing. 
It would determine at once 
whether she belonged to the money­ 
makers or to the other squad that 
were simply eating their heads off and 
being milked for “the fun of it." 
This 
group of creamery patrons will contin­ 
ue to grope iu the dark, as it were, in 
the dairy business until it decides that 
it is worth its while to get at tile real,
